disarmament conference, put for-

dactions,

take their firet step from the mad 
tace of naval armaments by wiping 
out at one fell swoop sixty-six of 
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1,872,043 tons, 

Thus at the first sitling of the 
conference Uncle Sam has placed 
all bis cards upon the table, and it 
is now up to the other nations to 
show theirs
